With a program of reconstruction and renovation total- 
ling nearly $200,000 already authorized and further im | 


| provements being contemplated, Edmonton 


theatres will 


| spend close to $250,000 this summer in providing up-to-date 


| accommodation and equipment. 


This is the largest project | 


| of the kind undertaken in the city’s theatre history. 


Main part of the program will * 
be underway next month and by 
August theatre-goers willbe pro- 
vided with almost entirely new 
surroundings. Latest sound and 
projection equipment is being 
installed in movie houses, whi 
are also providing more comfort- 
able seating accommodation. 
Rialto and Entwisle 
theatres announce reconstruction 
projects totalling approximately 
$60,000 each, while further m- 
provements now contemplated but 
not yet authorizec’ will boost this 
| figure considerably. Most of the 
work will be started in July, being 
completed in August 

One of the outstanding feat- 

ures of the Capito) theatre's 
$60,000 reconstruction plans will 
be the erection of a 75-foot mar- 
quee, reported to be the largest 
theatre marquee of its kind in 
Canada, according to Manager 
Walter Wilson. The structure will 
be brilliantly lighted with neon 
lights, a special decorative feat- 
ure being a large neon clock 
which will be placed in the 
centre. 

The marquee will not only cover 
the front of the theatre but will 
extend in front of buildings on 
either side, the total length being 
75 feet. Equipment will arrive in

One of the most delicious ways in which corn 
nay be used, is to use it when it has not yet fully 
matured, It is then called green corn, corn 
on the cob, and should be prepared by boiling, 
steaming or roasting. 

I find that the best way to use corn 
cob is to make it the principal food at the meal, 
using it as though it were a starch, and combin- 
ing salad and cooked vegetables with it. Used 
in this manner, it will provide an excellent main 
dish for the luncheon meal, 1 do not advise that 
you add any kind of acid fruit to the same meal, 
as the corn contains enough starch so that this is 
an undesirable mixture.
